Shields which wonld make it dif-
ficult for him tn eseape conviction for de-
liberato murder, A singular iveldent of
the trlal was the evidence of Mrs Annle
Shields, She was the only one who bad
acted as the matchmaker; her evidence cn
the oue hand would have to blacken the
memory of her brother and to fasten
shame upon the fair fame of her sister-in:

At first It waa felt that this could
not be so, but when the judge cilled the
prisoner up and sentenced him to death
on the gallows, it become evident
that while the law might be en-
forced, there would bs a miscarriage of
justice. The proper steps were at once
taken for an arrest of judgment and a
new trial

W hile awaiting the tedlous ordeal of
these proceedings, Shlelds erew tired of
priecn life and eecaped. For two wesks

In his recapturc. Durlng the two weeks
of freedom he elept in the woods and
lived on roots, and so emaciated was he
that his recovery was deemed impossible.
The second trial, which has just elcsed,
has resulted in his conviction of man.
slaughter, for which he has beon sen,
tenced to five years in the penitentlary
Now that thd story of the killing 1s
fully understood, it is felt many of
the good ladies of North Carolina that a
man shou'd not be puniehed for protect-
ing his sister.

Shields is to day a hero, anda move:
ment will st one be crganized to esk
Gevernor Scales to relegse Shields from
further puniehment.

PIUTE COURTSHIP.

How Muidens m Wooed and  Won
Amorg the Indians.

A Bimple Marriage Ceremony—How
& I'ersisteent Indian Suitor Is
Driven From the Tent of
the Giel He Loves,

San Franolsco Qall.

In many soclal matters the Amerlean
Indian had a systom of etiquotte as
formal anid savere s the aristocratic resl-
denta of Murray Hill or Deacon airect.
It was a alogalae, and, in some rerpacts,
a coniradictory featara of the life of the
aborigines thar, with all their liberly and
freedom to roam the vast wilderness of a
botindless country,they volantarlly adopt-
od many domestlo regalations, more rigld
than any In vegaue smong the Puritnns
who landed on Plymonth Reck.  Austar-
ity is not usually ascribed as one of the
tralls of the Amerlean Tudian, and yet in
that most interesting perlod of life, when
young people conrt aud marry, they en-
forced tho severest and most stoloal re-
straints, The kmnotted lash which the
monk frequently had lsid upon his bara
back and limbs to give his thoughts a
more heavenly bent, was no greater iv-
dulgence in asceticlsm than the foreed
soppreaslen of o young girl's feelings
which the Indians requited. In matters
relating to courtahip snd marriage the
highar tribes of the aborigines were ging-
ularly severs and formal, The narration
by Sarah Winnemucca of how Indian
maidens wera woed aod won in the Plate
natlon shows the atrle ness of that people
in tegrard 1) the mingling of the sexes
The old chief's daughter gave the fol-
lowlng account of a Plate courtship to a
Call veporter a few days ago:

AN INPIAN GIRL'S DERUT,

“Whan a glrl reaches womanhood and
lier family deslre to indicate to the tribe
that their davghter bas reached the mar-
risgeable pericd she makes her debut,
as you asy in English, but the Piate wirl
comen cut in an entirely different way
than that adopted by her white eister.
Sust before she reaches womasnhood, her
grandmother has especial charge of her,
To that old lady, whote years are sup-
posed to have brought wisdem, the girl ta
given, She schouls her in domeatic
duties and explaing to her the natore and
Importence of the wifely relatin. The
girl then goes with two clder femsle re-
latives to o toepee, which ia 8 amall wig-

wam, whera she remsins with them
twenty-five days, During tbis time
she performs work which is

suppozed to be strangthening,
It congista chiefly of pillng wood.
Three times a day, at morning, poon and
night, shestacka five piles of wocd, mak-
ing fifteen each day. Every five days
her relations take her to tha river to
bathe, and at the end of the time she
glves her olothlng to her atiendants and
returns to the family lodge. Very fre-
quently the wardrobe which she presents
her female attendants s quite extentive,
and is regarded by them as a valuable
present. When the young girl has spent
twenty-five days in the teepes ehe has
mede her debut into the nociely of her
tribe, and that is considered as & public
annocuncement that she is ready to marry.

INDIAN DEAUTIES IN DEMAND,

“‘Of couree, a pretry, siapely glrl Is in
great demand, just asa belle i8 in your
soclety. A girl with a handeome face,
and fine black eycs and flowing halr as
black aud glossy as a raven’s wing, and a
willowy, graceful form, s the
object of a great deal of at'en-
ticn from the young men of the tribe,
nud often of the older men, too. A
lovely Indian girl is as much sought after
in her circle as a great beanty is in Lon-
don drawing room, Bat oh, how different
the two kinde of courtship sre. We
hava no parties in the wigwams to which
yourg folks go and get acquainted and
court, The young men and girls have
no theatre to attend and no long walks
home after the plsy is over. They never
go riding tegether, nor strolling throngh
the woods alorg the river bank, They
never idle fogether in the canos on the
water, plucking lilies and flowera, Al-
though they secm *o enjoy much greater
liberty to roam and wander, whitherac-
cver thelr fancy may lead them, yet
they are kept as close ss prisoners. Piute
courtsh’p lacks freedom, and yet it is not
devoid of that Intense excitementthat at-
tends love making tho world over.

A LOVER'S ATTENTION,
“You may suppeee that the glels and
youog men wou'd stea! ont of their lodges
of moonlight nights and have clandertine
mestings and woo In thet way, Lat they
never care to do i, ludeed they never
spenk together. A word never passes ba-
twecn them.  But etll]l a girls very scon
knows when s yoang man is interested in
her  He tries (o catch her a‘tention by
his horeemauehip, or his tkill with the
bow, or his athietle ncesmplishments,
He ridea by her at a furious speed and
returns ogain and again. In th!s way he
atiracts her attention and informs her,
slihough he does not spesk a werd, that
he loves her and would ifke to marry ber.
But thia does not comprise oll of h's
coartship, At night, when the Indians
have rerired to their wigwams and are
sleeping, the young man rises from his
hed ot leaves and ekine and goes to the
lodge vecupied by the girl he loves He
entera eilent'y and sits down leside her
A lodge I8 clrculsr In shape, and
at night when the inmastes go to bed,
they heap brushwocd and legs on the firve
in the centre cf the tent snd then lie
down with thelr fect toward the fire snd
their heads toward the oatside or clream-
ference of the wigwam. The Icdians
aleop on leaves and robea and sre covered
when sleeplog with skina, As the younp
man enters the lodge he can see by the
firelight where the yonng girl is sloeping
end he goes directly to her slde, cofien
stepplog over otfer pleepers, avd eits
down by her bed. It is customary for
the young girl to sleep near her grand-
mother, who I8 expscied to rest 1ghtly
sfter the girl has made hLor debut.  Ae
socn a8 she sces the youngman enter she
wakens the girl, who rises and goes to
where ber mother is sleeping wnd les
down beside her. Assoon as the does
this the young man rises and ¢ es out as
silently #s he came in.
A BILENT COURTSHIF,

“Not & word 15 spokeu, He does not
toush the girl, whils he in sitting by her
wy ehe sleeps.  Hor grandwotber does
not speak & werld of sncoursvement to
him, peither does her mother Indicate
that he Is & welcome suitor, 'The next
night be comes again and fakes onp h's
position bestde the glrl, snd keepa this
up for a long tme, Darivg sll the time
he is courting o 1his way, he is treated
ns an absoluts steanger by the giel's re
latlons. They may have entertained hiw
before he began his aitintion to the glil;
hier brothers may buve hunted with blw
and shared the gawe with bim, but when
b once begins £o woo thy girl, all femi'-
iarity and frieadship caspas, He ls nover

famlly of the glrl, and her brothers never
offer himi moythiog «n the hunt, His
promence s wholly lgvored, 1F the girl
does not llke him, she *ells her grand
mother and when the young man comes
at vight again, that gcod old Iady riacs
from her bed, takes a hsndfal of hot
athes [rom the fire and tlirows them In
his face. That's tho mitten. It he per.
alats fo his attentions and continoes to
coma aealn and  egaln,  the  whole
family unite In  heaping  ind!galties
pon him, bot the girl s never a party
to thin, Her brothera and s'stors and
father and mother, throw aehes ulmn
him, douvss bim with water, flagellste
him with stont awitohes and dreive him
from the lodge. Sometimes an Indian
peralsts, In aplte of sgioh  awmsaults, and
goes pgain‘and rgatn to the tent where
the girl {s sleepivg.  Somotimes his per-
sovarance wins her hears, but not often.
THE MARRIAGE CEREMONY,

“1f the girl likes him and ls willlng to
marry him, then she tells her grand moth-
ot, who Informs the girl'a father, I the
familp think ¢ 11 a suitable matoh, the
father invitea tho young man to the tent
sud asks hiny, In the presence of the girl,
if he lovea her and will take gocd care of
her, Then the father aeks the girl If she
loves the young man and Llells her the
dutfes of s wife, 1If both ssy they love
oach other, the two become engaged, but
even after that they do not talk together,
neither do they go together. A day ls
fixed for the wedding. A great femst ls
preparcd. The relativa of the girl and
the young man tit aronud & great camp-
fire together, the young man and the girl
sitting elde by side. T'ne food Is in bas-
kets, The girl has carciully cooked a
basket of food for her intended hosband,
and as she handa It to him he scizaa hoer
wrist with his right hand sn’, takes the
basket with his lest, That Is the marri-
sge carcmony. The girl's father then
pronounces them man sud wife and thep
go to a lodge, wliers they live togethior,

‘It may seem to white people that the
Piute system of courtahip is crude snd
foolish; but it has a great many pleasmnt
features and does not  lack the excite-
ment, altheagh It is unexpressed, which
attends that period of a glel's life.”
